He would have 
preferred it to be passed without being at- 
tached as a rider to the agricultural appro- 
priation bill because he did not want a prece- 
dent to be established which would be taken

The witness 
seid that at one company was 
compelled to sell coal that $1.48 to pro- 
duce as low as $1.05 in order to p the min- 
ers at work. The mines, he said, had been op- 
erated at a loss for the last two years and a 
half. He had complained, he said; to almost 
every official of the Pennsylvania railroad, 
but got no relief. 

What do you attribute this scarcity of 
cars to?” asked Mr. Glasgow, counsel for the 
commission. 

“I did not receive the favors other com- 
pantes got,.“ replied Mr. Von. Boyneburgh, 

“and I believe in the light of recent develop- 
ments the discrimination against us was due 
to the fact that we did not make gifts of stock 
to railroad officers.” 

Von Boyneburgh further said he had per- 
sonally called on J. G. Searles, the Pennsyl- 
vania sales agent, who replied that per- 
haps he not made sufficient requests for 
cars, and had been lax in doing o. 

Were you lax?’ asked Mr. Glasgow. 

“TI should say not,“ answered the witness. 

Besides seeing nearly every railroad of- 
cer, I wrote no fewer than 234 letters to va- 
rious high officiels of the company."

L. B. Taggart, a clerk working for Thomas, | 


in the United States District court here late 
today were found guilty of, the charge of 
conspiracy to illegally give rebates to ship- 
pers. The jury considered the case only 
thirty minutes before arriving at a verdict. 
The cpurt will net pronounce sentence against 
Thomas and Taggart until a motion for @ 
new trial is disposed of.

in the evidence to indicate that Crosby ever

Judge Defines the Conspiracy. 

In sustaining the demurrer as to Crosby, 
Judge McPherson said, to Mustrate the con- 
spiracy with which it wes sought to connect 
the defendant: 

* Suppose §200 a month, or 3 per cent, on 
the business obtained is deemed a fair re- 
muneration. If the parties are agreed it is 
no concern to otherg. But suppose, that, 
knowing that $200 a month, or 3 per cent, is 
fair compensation, the company pretends 
to give, or the agent pretends to receive $400 
a month, or 6 per cent commission, with the 
secret understanding that the agent shall 
pay over to consignees of such freight he 
may contract, the one-half of which is 
paid to him under the guise of compensa- 
tion. 

What is and what can that be but the 
payment of rebates? And how can it besaid 
that such merchants who receive moneys 
in that way and the companies paying it in 
that way are not all guilty of crimes against 
the United States? 8.

Wholesale and retail merchants who are 
successful have achieved success largely be- 
cause their word is good, because they ob- 
serve their promises and keep their obliga- 
tions and because they deal fairly. They 
are exact in their dealings. Their books 
truthfully set forth their business transac- 
tions, and with such intelligence that all who 
have a right to inspect them can almost at a 
glance see what the truth is, 

They would, without parleying, instantly 
@ischarge a bookkeeper who falsifies the 
books or keeps off the ledger the exact truth. 
Practically all the business is done by clerks, 
drafts, and debits, and credits on the books. 
None of it, or searcely none, is done with cur- 
rency, and the small per cent of that done 
is covered by receipts and cash debited with 
the amounts.

Indicted on Six Counts. 

There are six-counts in the indictment, 
which details in a specific form the alleged 
/violations of the anti-trust laws, charging 
the defendants with combining and being 
engaged in a trust or combination. 

The cases will be called at the October 
term of the court, in this city. During the 
investigation 140 witnesses, from various 
states, were examined. The investigasjon 
was conducted by E. T. Sanford of Knoxville, 
Harwood Graves of the department of justice 
at Washington, and A. M. Tillman, district 
attorney. From 50 to 100 of the best lawyers 
in the state willl ap as counsel when 
the cases are taken up for trial. 

The six counts of the indictment are in a 
double series of three in each. The first 
charge against the defendants is for engag- 
ing in conspiracy, the second charges the 
defendants of conspiring, and the third with 
conspiring under section 5440 of the revised 
statutes. 

The third count is new in form and pro- 
cedure, and charges committing an offense 
against the United States by engaging with 
combination in restraint of trade as defined 
and prohibited by the Sherman act. The cost 
of the investigation to the government has 
been more than 7,500.

NOW CHARGE COAL GRAFT 
TO MUTUAL LIFE OFFICER. 


Robert Olyphant, Chairman of the Ex- 
penditures Committee, Said to Have 
Overcharged the Company.

New York, May 25.—[ Special. New facts 
regarding the relations of Robert Olyphant 
to the Mutual Life Insurance * have 
turned up. 

Olyphant is a member of the fren of Ward 
& Olyphant, coal dealers. He is a trustee of 
the Mutual Life and chairman of the commit- 
tee on expenditures. For a number of years 
Olyphant’s firm supplied the Mutual Life In- 
surance company with all the coal used in 
the home office building. In recent years the 
contract has been awarded to Olyphant’s 
firm, it is said, Without competitive bidding. 
Presumably the expenditures committee 
passed on the coal bills. 

The Truesdale investigating committee 
submitted the prices pald Ward & Olyphant 
to several coal dealers for their opinions as 
to how they compared with market prices. 
Some dealers gave it as their opinion that in 
some instances the contract price exceeded 
the market price by as much as 50 cents a 
ton. The Mutual Life, it is estimated, bought 
between 5,000 and 6,000 tons of coal a year 
from Olyphant’s firm. Some dealers, on the 
other hand, advised, the Mutual's investigat- 
ing committee that the price paid was per- 
fectly fair. 

Olyphant was a witness for an hour today 
before the special grand jury. He was ques- 
tioned regarding vouchers he signed as chair- 
man of the expenditures committee for money 
which went into the contingency fund. It 
is supposed the campaign contributions were 
paid from that fund.

The ordinance limiting’ saloons to one for 
every 500 population was amended by the | 
council license committee yesterday to be- 
dome effective after Oct. $1, thereby giving 
another six months to secure liquor licenses 
without restriction in case the measure is 


passed. 

Thereafter it practically will be impossi-. 
ble for a new license to be obtained in Chi- 
cago during the present generation. The 
measure gives the present saloonkeepers 
what Ald. Pringle called ninety-nine 792 
rights.“ 

Originally as introduced in council the ot 
dinance provided t no additional licenses 
should be igsued after April 30 until the ratio 
of saloons to population was less than 1 to 
500. The amendment makes it effective six 
months from now. 


Other Amendments Are Provided. 
Other améndments were added, one provid- 
ing that no renewals of licenses shall be 
granted unless the license has been kept in 
force ‘continuously and uninterruptedly in 

the name of the licensee or his successor. 
Another amendment provides that no license 


to keep a’ saloon, shall be issued. to a firm | 


except in the names of individual members 
of the firm, and no such ficense shall here- 
after be issued to a corporation.

The bill 5 
vidés for post mortem examinations of ‘all 
cattle, sheep, swine; and goats, and car- 
eaases found fit for human food win be 80 
stamped. All carcasses found to be unhealth- 
ful must be destroyed by the inapectors. 

A second inspection is authorized to de- 
términe whether, since the first inspection, 
the meat has become un wholesome. in which 
cage it must be destroyed. The inspectors 
also are authorized to treat in a similar man- 
ner all food products prepared from meat. 
‘This Includes canned meats, soups, etc. 

Ail slaughter and packing houses engaged 
fn interstate or foreign commerce must be 
maintained in a sanitary manner in accord- 
ance with rules and regulations prescribed 
by the secretary of agriculture.

Immediately after taking of Gatsert’s 
testimony, Assistant State’s Attorney Holt 
told the court that the dase of the state would 
be closed, with the privilege of putting in new 
evidence later. Judg en then dis- 
missed the jury until Monday morning, bring- 
ing to an end the nervous tension under which 
the men had labored during the week's trial.

The speaker represents the majority and 
uses his authority as he believes the ma- 
jority wishes.

The last number of Collier's Weekly 
repeats in the form of an Inzinua tien a 
charge made more directly two weeks ago. 
It says: “The Chicago anarrhists were 
strung up in the heat of populat fear and 
indignation.” Two weeks ago the same 
weekly said: “The case of the Chicago 
anarchists is now, looked upon rather 
widely by conservative. men as a gross 
wrong perpetrated to appease a multi- 
tude.” The cartier statement was allowed 
to pass as so plainly untrue as to need no 
contradiction. It was charitably assumed 
that it had crept into the periodical 
through some inadvertence. Sinee the 
substance of the accusation hag been re- 
peated, even though less directly, it is 
time to recall the facts. 

The murder of Mathias J. Degan was 
the crime for which the anarchists were 


who ‘were killed, while sixty more were 
injured by the throwing of a bomb. The 
anarchists were not tried for thelr opin- 
ions “but for procuring murder to be 
done and being, therefore, themselves 
guilty: of murder.“ These are the words 
of Judge Gary, who presided at the trial.

States.

In fact, 
no one could ever feel quite certain when ren- 
dering obelsance to the imperial equipage 
at the Friday Selamlik- whether the mant 
festation of respect was being acknowledged 
by the sultan or by his foster-brother, Ismet 


Bey. 

The sultan is extremely superstitious, and 
as so often happens in the case of foster- 
brothers, he was firmly convinced that his 
fate was closely linked with that of Ismet. 
Consequently the latter’s extremely sudden 
death has filled the sultan with dread, and 
he is convinced that his own hour is at hand. 

Among the general public and abroad Ismet 
was but little known. But within the Yildiz 
Kiosk he was treated with the utmost re- 
spect, and, having always kept aloof from 
the palace intrigues, enjoyed universal re- 
gard, everybody realizing that his one aim 
in life was to render loyal and unselfish de- 
votion to the sultan. It is unfortunate that 
his son, Fehim Pasha, has not inherited his 
qualities. For Fehim has achieved an alto- 
gether unsavory reputation as prefect of 
police at Constantinople.

Through the death of the duke de Bassano 
at the age of 62, another French dukedom 
‘become extinct and any attempt to revive it 
will be unwarranted. For the late duke, who 
had been brought up to a great extent In 
England, and who spoke, looked, and dressed 
Une an Englishman, leaves no sons by his 
marriage with his Canadian wife, who was 
Miss Clara Bymes of Quebec. There are 
only three daughters of this union. The 
eldest, Pauline, is unmarried. The seeond, 
Clara, is married to an Englishman, Edward 
Blount, formerly a member of the English 
diplomatic service, and son of old Sir Edward 
Blount, the English banker in Paris, and 
president for near forty years of the Great 
Western railroad of France. The third 
daughter, Marie, is married to Count Louis 
de Viel-Castel. 

Her union to the count excited a good deal 
of attention at the time when it was con- 
tracted, owing to the charges bréught by 
Count Horace de Viel-Castel in his famous 
but cruel memoirs against the first duke de 
Bassano. The latter, Hugo Maret by name; 
was the trusted secretary and minister of 
state of the first Napoleon throughout the 
greater part of his career. But when Na- 
poleon’s star commenced to wane Maret, who 
had been created duke of Bassano and load- 
ed with gifts and honors by his imperial mas- 
ter, started in to betray him. Napoleon 
never suspected it, and when the final blow 
came he confided at Fontainebleau all his 
confidential ag and correspondence, fill - 
ing some thirty big cases, to the duke de 
Baseano for safe keeping. 

The duke sold all these papers to Alexander 
I. of Russia, and they are preserved to this 
day among the imperial archives at Ft. 
Petersburg. As the Bassanos never made 
any attempt to deny this story of ingratitude 
and of base treason, which has been printed 
in black and white in Count Horace de Viel- 
Castel's book, and in most of the Buropean 
newspapers, there would seem to be some 
truth In the charge, which, it may be added, 
has been corroborated from other sources. 

— 


Yet in spite of this behavior on the part of 
the first duke, the latter’s son and second 
duke was appointed by Napoleon III. on hie 
becoming emperor to be his grand cham-~ 
berlain and a senator, the duchese being 
nominated to the household of the empress. 
The second duke, by his devotion and loyalty’ 
to Napoleon III., may be said to have atoned 
for whatever treachery his father had per- 
petrated. For he accompanied the imperial 
couple into exile and remained fn attendance 
on the empress after the death of her hus- 
band and son, until his death about eight 
years ago. 

His son, in turn, the third duke. continued 
after his father’s death, to act in a sort of 
honorary capacity. as chamberlain to the 
empress, of whom he was a great favorite, 
and who will deeply mourn his loss.

With regard to the Sancy diamond, pro- 
sented by Willlam Waldorf Astor to his 
daughter-in-law on the occasion of her wed- 
ding, it is undoubtedly one of the most famous 
precious stones in the world, and its history 
can be traced back for nearly 500 years, In 
the middle of the fifteenth century it Was 
worn at the battle of Nancy by Charles the 
Bold, duke of Burgundy, and was found set 
in hie helmet when his body was discovered 
in a ditch by a Swiss soldier, who, knowing 
nothing of the value of the stone, gold it for 
about a shilling to a priest. 

Since then the Sancy diamond has passed 
through many vicissitudes. It has belonged, 
in turn, to Queen Elizabeth, to King James I., 
and to Queen Henrietta Maria of England; to 
Cardinal Mazarin, the celebrated French 
statesman and prelate; to Queen Marie Lec- 
zinska, the consort of Louis XV.: to Queen 
Marie Antoinette; to the Russian prince, Ana- 
tole Demidoff; and to Sir Jamsetjee Jejeeb- 
hoy. the multimillionaire Parsee philan- 
thropist of Bombay, before coming into the 
possession of Mr. Astor.

All Spanish sovereigns, whenever they 
travel abroad incognito, have invariably 
made use of the title of count of Covadonga. 
So few people are aware of the queer origin 
of this title that it may be just as well to 
explain it, the more so as Covadonga will 
not be found on any map of Spain. 

Covadonga is neither a province nor a 
town, nor even a village. It is a mere cave 
in the most inaccessible portion of the moun- 
tains of the Asturias, and in the eighth cen- 
tury it served as a meeting place and refuge 
for those Spaniards who were determined on 
ridding themselves of the tyranny of the 
Moors. The most famous of these malcon- 
tents was Pelagius, whose name has been 
commemorated ever since in the Spanish 
navy by vessels christened as Pelayo.

Alongside of every privilege which the 
new order of things takes away, because of 
some reason of public health or municipal 
convenience, you find almost invariably an 
unanticipated privilege given in exchange. 
As an illustration of this consider how King 
Edward threw open to the people two years 
ago the wide extent of Richmond park, a 
large part of which had hitherto been re- 
served as shooting preserves for a few mém- 
bers of the nobility.

Finally Nelson de- 
clared that if Herrera did not get on the 
scales in five minutes he would not fight the 
Mexican, but would fight any one else Man- 
ager McOCarrey might select. The Mexican 
sat in his corner. with his clothes on, and, 
after further delay, Nelson declared that if 
Herrera did not strip and weigh at once he 
would leave the building. The Mexican still 
refused and finally Nelson started for his 
dressing room. 

The Mexican followed bin and they held a 
conference in the dressing room. At the end 
of fifteen minutes Herrera agreed to weigh 
in, but Manager Nolan refused to let Nelson 
fight then, saying his protégé had waited 
more than two hours for him to come to 
terms, and that under no circumstances 
would he permit Nelson to fight. 


Statement by Herrera’s Manager. 

The following statement was made by 
Jacobs, Herrera’’ manager: 

“JT had Herrera at McCarey'’s office at a 
quarter to 6 o'clock.

Immenge Shipments Expected from, 
California, for Which Icing 
Rates Are Reduced. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 25.—The Southern 
Pacific and Santa Fé railroads and the 
Armour and Santa Fé refrigerator car lines 
Have announced a considerable reduction in 
refrigerator or icing rates on green fruit 
shipments from California points to Chicago 
and New York for the deciduous fruit ship- 
ping season, which has just opened. Orch- 
ardists and railroad officials say the green 
fruit shipments east this season give promise 
of amounting to 7,000 carloads. They esti- 
mate the aggregate value of these shipments 
at about $12,000,000 or $14,000,000. Railroad 
men say the shipments of qranges will total 
$21,680,000 for the season.
